FLAY DEMOCRATS

Speakers Score Wilson for 
Cocksure Attitude. 


Republicans Are Accused of 
Being Lost Forever. 


Underwood Bill Denounced 
as Ruinous Measure. 


Uhr A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, April 24.—Re- 
publicanism was described as “dead, 
damned and lost forever;” Democracy 
was accused of rushing to “clean its 
feet on the Progressive party door- 
mat,” and the Progressive party was 
‘craracterized as a “branch shoot from 
the dead Republican trunk” in the 
three-cornered tariff debate in the 
House today. 

Representatives Hamilton and 
Fordney of Michigan took up the 
cudgels for the Republican minority, 
the latter bitterly assailing the sugar 
schedule and the free listing of 
lumber and wool as ruinous to Ameri- 
can industry. Representative Hamit 
ton ridiculed the Democrats and 
criticised the President. 

“With the cocksureness of the man 
accustomed to instruct the tmmature 
mind of youth,” he said, “the Presi- 
dent in his address to Congress under- 
took to settle in eight minutes prob- 
lems that have vexed the minds ot 
statesmen for more than a hundred 
years.” 
ATTACK UNDERWOOD BILL. 
Representative Hinebaugh of U- 
linois and Representative Hulings of

Mr. Underwood, it is understood, 
informed his visitors that the re- 
quest could not be entertained. 

The House attendance was deplet- 
ed by the departure of more than 100 
Representatives on a special train for 
New York to attend a banquet as 
guests at the celebration at the open- 
ing of an office building. 

After a long-involved discussion of 
various tariff theories, Representative 
Hammond urged a middle course be- 
tween high protection and absolute 
trade. 

“The Democratic party is not a 
free-trade party,” he declared, “and 
eo far as I'can find it hes Dever de- 
clared for free trade.” 

He undertook to show that the Un- 
derwood bill was drawn strictly in 
accordance with the tariff prices for 
revenue only principle. 


DISCUSSES RATES. 


In a detailed discussion of rates 
Mr. Hammond indorsed the placing 
of flour on the free list. He ex- 
plained the keeping of duty on wheat 
while wheat flour was placed on the 
free list, by holding that as a manu- 
facturing proposition, the mills of 
the United States were able to buy 
American wheat, grind it into flour 
and compete with the finished prod- 
uct in the markets of the world. 

“On this basis they surely can com- 
pete at home,” he said. 

Representative Peters, Democrat of 
Massachusetts, declared the present 
Democratic control of the government 
was the result of the failure of the 
Republicans to revise the tariff in 
the interest of the consumer. 

“The bill we now bring in ts the 
result of an honest, conscientious ef- 
fort to lighten the burden of taxa- 
tion, placed on the shoulders of the 
great mass of consumers, the com- 
mon people,“ he said.

BOARD FOR GOOD TIME. 


Secretary of Navy, Though Just 
Informed That His Kalcigh Fan 
Is Burning, Delivers Witty Address 
at Aunual Feast of Associated 
Press.

NEW YORK, April 24.—Members 
of the newspaper craft, publishers 
and editors from all sections of the 
country, gathered tonight at the an- 
nual joint banquet of the Associated 
Press and the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association held at the 
Waldorf-Astoria, with the Secretary 
of the Navy, Josephus Daniels, owner 
of the Raleigh (N. C. News and ©b- 
server, as the principal speaker. Just 
before the dinner began,’ Secretary 
Daniels received the unwelcome news 
from Raleigh that his newspaper 
plant had been partially destroyed by 
fire. The Secretary said that as soon 
as the banquet was over he would go 
to Raleigh. 

More than 700 exponents of the 
American Fourth Estate attended the 
dinner, with a number of invited 
guests not engeged in journalism. A 
vaudeville performance given by pro- 
fessional entertainers preceded th» 
speech-making. Charles M. Miller of 
the New York Times acted as toast- 
master. 

Secretary Daniels in his speech, 
which charmingly alternated bumor 
and seriousness, said that among the 
Presidents he singled out L.ncoln and 
Wilson for “highest praise because” 
each went outside of the field of pol- 
itics to secure an editor as Secretary 
of the Navy. 

“A test of the Secretary of the 
Navy is whether he is a good manag- 
ing editor,” Mr. Daniels said. He re- 
iterated a declaration of the new ad- 
ministration’s policy welcoming pub- 
lictty and inviting criticism through 
the press. , 

Charies H. Grasty described the 
Associated Press's position in the field 
of journalism, referring to the mis- 
taken impression, which he described 
as very general, that the Associated 
Press is a money-making corporation 
and explaining its co-operative mem- 
bership of newspapers gathering and 
distributing news at maximum et- 
ficiency and minimum cost. The as- 
sociation prevents news gathering 
from being controlled by private and 
commercial ownership, he declared. 

Labor was the tépic discussed 

earlier in the day by the Publishers’ 
Association at its twenty-seventh an- 
nual meeting. Addresses were made 
at the publishers’ invitation, by James 
M. Lynch, president of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union, and 
James J. Freel, president of the In- 
ternational Stereotypers’ and FElec- 
trotypers’' Union. Mr. Lynch asked 
publishers to give the printers’ ap- 
prentices a better chance to learn 
their trade than they had at the 
present time in most offices. 
The report of the standing commit- 
tee said that Mring the year many 
contracts had been made with em- 
ployees’ unions and many questions 
arbitrated. The report spoke with 
particular satisfaction of the settle- 
ment of the printers’ strike in Chi- 
cago.

VOTE TO END 
BELGIUM STRIKE. 


Socialists Favor Immediate 
Resumption of. Work. 


Declare All They Fought for 
Will Be Granted. 


War Minister Has Ordered 
Withdrawal of Troops.

BRUSSELS, April 24.—A plenary 
convention of the Social Labor party 
voted today for an immediate resump- 
tion of work by the strikers, the vote 
being 4 to 1 in favor of a peaceful 
settlement. 

M. Vandervelde, the Socialist lead- 
er, in a long speech, carefully ex- 
plained the important advantage 
gained by the vote in the Chamber of 
Deputies, which opened the way for 
the revision of the constitution desired 
by all workers. 

Other leaders followed in the same 
vein, urging peace and declaring that 
the strike had accomplished all that 
could be hoped for and that confirma- 
tion of their wishes now only was a4 
matter of time. 

MINERS OBJECT. 

Delegates of the miners’ union in 
the Borinage and Center districts and 
the textile workers of Verviers op- 
posed settlement, declaring their 
unions did not consider that enough 
had been gained. The congress, how- 
ever, after a five hours’ session, for- 
mally called off the strike, at the same 
time continuing the special commit- 
tee on the genera) strike and untversal 
suffrage.

OUSTS PASTOR. 


THE REV. DAVID B. GREIGG OF 
CHICAGO IN TROUBLE, 


Ex-Housekeeper Who Says He 
Promised to Marry Her. 


(BY FEDERAL (WIRELESS) LINE TO THE TIMES.) 
CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Apri! 24.—[Special Dispatch. ] 
That the ex-communication of the 
Rev. David B. Greigg of Berwin, for- 
merly pastor of the Roseland Pres- 
byterian Church, was based on 
charges made by a Denver girl was 
revealed in Chicago today. 
It was reported that Greigg threw 
an elder of the church out of his 
office in the Ft. Dearborn building 
when the churchman called to re- 
quest him to appear before the pres- 
betery to defend himself against 
charges. 
The inquiry of the presbytery was 
begun last September, following the 
revelation in a published article sent 
from Denver, where Greigg’s former 
housekeeper, Miss Mga Mansfield, 
made complaint to the authorities. 
Mies Mansfield was the pastor's 
housekeeper, Miss Hilga Mansfield, 
Hat for some time before her appear- 
ance in the Colorado metropolis, 
where she told her story of alleged 
improper conduct by the pastor. 
STORY FROM PENVER. 
Although the story from Denver 
gave the name of the man accused 
by Miss Mansfield as D. W. Greis.“ 
the Presbyterian ministers satisfied 
themselves the man was David R. 
Greigg, and then, according to the 
Rev. J. V. Berger, at present pastor 
of the Presbyterian urch of Ber- 
win, the presbytery procured affida- 
vits and evidence against the accused 
minister. On this he was deemed 
guilty by the organization and his ex- 
pulsion was voted. 
On September 21, 1912, when her 
appeal to the authorities of Denver 
became public, she charged that the 
pastor had not only failed to keep 
his promise to marry her, but Instead 
had wedded a society girl and gone 
to New Orleans on a honeymoon. The 
young woman said she fled from Chi- 
cago to Denver. 

ACTION OF PRESBYTHDRY. 
The secret action of the executive 
board of the presbytery revealed to 
Chicago Presbyterians for the first 
time today the bitter fight which has 
been conducted against the pastor 
for nine months. 

The inquiry started after an article 
appeared in newspapers under a Den- 
ver date of September 21, in whieh 
Miss Mansfield charged the pastor 
with being the father of her three- 
weeks’ -old baby. The story was told 
to the Humane Society in an effort 
to compel the minister to support 
the child. She said she got employ- 
ment with the Minister by answering 
an ad in the newspapers, and that 


he had proposed marriage to her a 


week after she became his house- 
keeper. 
It ie said the claims of the Denver 
girl have been settled out of court.

VETERAN OF MEXICAN =

MOTOR TRUCK MEN LINE 


RIDGE ROUTE. 


ESOLUTIONS upholding and 
R commending the decision of the 

California Highway Com mission 
in establishing the proposed high- 
way between this city and Bakersfield | 
by the Ridge route were passed yes- 
terday by the Motor Truck Club of 
California. The club protests against 
the efforts to change the route and 
declares that the short, direct Ridge 
route is more practicable, more 
economical and in every way superior 
to the circuitous Tehachepi alterna- 
tive. 


The resolutions which were signed 
by President W. F. Wood and Secre- 
tary George B, Harrison of the club 
are as follows: 

“Whereas, it is proposed to change 
the routing of the trunk line of the 
California State Highway as estab- 
lished by the California Highway 
Commission between Bakersfield and 
Los Angeles, and to divert this trunk 
line through the Antelope Valley by 
a routing which will add more than 
fifty miles in distance over the rout- 
ing laid out by the California High- 
way Commission; and 

“Whereas, aside from the saving 
in cost by the more direct route there 
are great commercial bilities in 
this section of the ie highway 
through the utilization of motor 
trucks which will be jeopardized by 
the change of routing. since the ad- 
ditional mileage would add — gh 
to the time and cost of operation of 


any motor vehicle traveling between 


the San Joaquin Valley and Southern 
California; and 

“Whereas, officers of the Motor 
Truck Club of California have made 
a careful and thorough investigation 
from a traffic standpoint of the State 
highway routing as established by 


in favor of the route selected by 
California Highway Commission; 
therefore 

“Be it resolved, that the Motor 
Truck Club og California urge the 
California Highway Commission, the 
Governor of the State and others to 
whom appeal may be made to change

HOPEFUL FOR HARBOR, 
— 

Commissioner Gordon Sees Roseate 

Future for the Port if United Action 

Can Be Secured. 

Harbor Com missioner Gordon 
packed considerable information 
about the harbor into a fifteen-min- 
ute talk to the Realty Board yester- 
day. With regard to the harbor's 
cost he explained that the city puts 
no money up, but simply loans its 
credit to back the harbor bonds and 
the harbor pays for itself. He esti- 
mated that in the near future Los 
Angeles will have a net income c 
$1,000,000 annually from harbor 
leases. He stated that it is easily 
possible to develop 100 miles of 
wharfage at San Pedro and he urged 
the retention by the city of every foot 
of land it now possesses along the 
water front, and, further recom- 
mended the recovery of all the land 
it can get. New York, he said, has 
recently paid $70,000,000 to recover 
wharfage which it originally surren- 
dered for almost a song. 

There is hardly a port in the world. 


according to Gordon, that has the 
natural advantages and favorable 
conditions that exist here. In most 


countries there are four or five large 
ports to every 100 miles. On the Pa- 
einge Coast there will be only four 
ports of consequence in 1500 miles. 
Los Angeles is the natural shipping 
point for all of the cotton, corn and 
wheat belts because it is nearest the 
lowest passes in both the Sierra and 
the Rocky Mountains. Gordon thinks 
it most fortunate that the city proper 
is twenty miles from the port because 
the intervening distance may be made 
ene vast industrial district close to 
the water. “Two points I cannot 
urge with too much emphasis,” said 
Gordon. “One is the necessity to 
continue a most liberal policy in har- 
bor development and the other is our 
great need of encouraging the estab- 
lishment of industries in this com- 
munity. The Chamber of Commerce 
has a good plan to this end, but it 
ought not become the burden of a 
few individuals. If possible there 
should be a department of the city 
government to take up this work and 
prosecute it with vigor.”

HE TYRANNY OF MAJORITIES. 

There is no tyranny in the world more 
unbearable than the tyranny of a majority. 
The struggles of our Anglo-Saxon fathers 
from the days of King John have been strug- 
gies to so frame the government as to pro- 
tect the rights of the minority, for the ma- 
jority always takes care of itself. When 
Magna Charta was wrested from King John, 
the King was in the majority, and the no- 
bles, with a prelate of the Catholic church 
at their head, went to this representative of 
power—this king who was in a majority— 
and forced him to give an instrument which 
would protect the rights of the minority. 

Centuries afterwards, when the House of 
Stuart with the peerage became too power- 
ful, the people joined with Hampden and 
Cromwell to protect the rights of the mi- 
nority. 

What are our constitutions but checks 
upon the majority. The true function of a’ 
constitution is restrictive and not permis- 
sive. Its true function is not to grant pow- 
ers, but to limit them; to tell Legislatures 
not what they can do, but what they cannot 
do. There is no tyranny greater than the 
tyranny of a majority, because it is an irre- 
sponsible tyranny. An absolute despotism 
of one man may be tempered by his appre- 
hension of assassination, but for the despot- 
ism of a majority there is practically no 
remedy except in constitutional restrictions 
safeguarded by courts.

LOS ANGELES, April 24.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] I was recently

RETURNS LOOT 


TO THE OWNER.| 


Pasadena Burglar Proves Re- 
gret for His Conduct. 


City Commission Will Be- 
head City Attorney. 


Woman Singeing Chicken 
Sets Fire to Home. 


PASADENA, April 25.—  Reposing 
snugly under the doormat, where the 
key had been found that made pos- 
sible their theft, Mrs. Andrew Innes 
of No, 286 South Mentor avenue yes- 
terday found her gold watch and 
chain that were taken when her house 
was burglarized about a week ago. 
The woman was sweeping her porch 
when she noticed a bump on the mat 
in front of the door. It was exactly 
in the memorable spot under which 
she had hidden the key to her house 
and where the burglar had found it, 
and she wonderingly lifted the mat to 
see what could cause the protuber- 
ance. 

She found the watch and chain in 
the case in which they belonged and 
in which they had been carried away. 
There was no accompanying note, nor 
anything to show that the articles had 
been on a wayward journey, except a 
few scratches on the case. 

“Whoever took the watch and 
chain,” Mrs. Innes said last night, 
“might just as well have returned 
them in person. He would not have 
received any punishment for it. I do 
not suspect anyone, and I do not 
blame anyone. I think that often 
more good can come to a burglar 
through forgiveness than through 
punishment. I do not say that they 
should not be punished in some 
cases, but I think that if forgiveness 
were oftener shown there would be 
fewer burglars.” 

Following an operation, Jean Paul 
Shouse, a newspaperman well known 
in Southern California, where his 
magnetic, lovable personality made 
him scores of friends, died from blood 
poisoning Tuesday night at the Call- 
fornia Hospital, Los Angeles. Fun- 
eral arrangements will be announced 
as soon as the wishes of his parents 
have been learned. 

Shouse was born in Woodford coun- 
ty, Kentucky, December 25, 1874. He 
came from a well-known family of 
southern planters and breeders of 
thoroughbreds, imbibing the love of 
the turf while still in swaddling 
clothes, a circumstance that made 
him an authority on horse racing dur- 
ing the years when the sport of kings 
still flourished. After graduating from 
Lexington (Ky.) College and finish- 
ing the law course at the Columbia 
University, Missouri, Shouse entered 
newspaper work, serving on the Louls- 
ville Courter-Journal before he went 
to New York where he was connected 
with the Times and the World for six 
years. He came West eight years ago 
and has been connected with. several 
newspapers and magazines in South- 
ern California during the greater por- 
tion of that time. The widow, Mrs. 
Josephine Shouse, both parents and 
several sisters survive him.

Bennett receives $2000 a year, but 
was only appointed as what was 
termed a “short term man.” Munger 
receives $1800 a year, but his salary 
will be increased when he becomes 
City Attorney. The Commissioners 
have not yet determined the exact 


figure. 

When former City Attorney Carr re- 
signed the Council was unable to 
make Munger City Attorney owing to 
the fact that he had not been in con- 
tinuous practice for five years, which 
requirement the city charter makes. 
The commission, however, will have 
greater power than the Council] in 
this regard. It is vested with the 
right to set the requirement aside by 
special ordinance. Such an ordinance 
will be enacted when the Commis- 
sioners take office. 

Another meeting of the commission 
will be held tonight at the office of 
the City Attorney. The Commissioners 
sald yesterday that they will not to- 
night consider incumbents in office so 
much as various duties that will de- 
volve on them when they assume their 
responsibilities. They have not as 
yet made arrangements for office 
space in the City Hall.
